SEEDS MERCHANTS' ASSOCIATION, BOMBAY 

The approval of the Secretary, Forward Markets Com- 
mission under sub-section (1) of Section 11 of the 
Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 

1952) read with the Government of India. Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry Notification S.O. 1162 dated, 
the 4th May, 1960 has been obtained on the 18th 
December, 1965 to the following amendments made to 
the Bye-laws of the Grain. Rice & Oilseeds Merchants’ 
Association Bombay. 

AMENDMENTS 

Amendments to the Special Bye-laws and provisions for 
n.i.s.d. contracts for Groundnut 

In the said Bye-laws : 

After Bye-law (3) the following shall be added at 
bye-law 3(A), 3(B) and 3(C). 

3(A) (1) Every member of the Association who needs 
the facility of trading in n.t.s.d, contracts in groundnut 
shall make an application to the Association in such form 
and containing such particulars as may be prescribed by 
the Managing-Committee. 

(2) The Managing Committee or a Sub-Committee 
appointed by it in this behalf shall have power to group 
the members into panels of ‘buyers’ and ‘sellers’ for the 
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purpose of trading in n.t.s.d. contracts in groundnut 
after taking into account his application as aforesaid and 
such other factors as the Managing Committee may 
deem proper. 

(3) No member of the Association shall enter into 
any n.t.s.d. contract in groundnut which provides for 
delivery beyond the 31st December 1965 unless he has 
been grouped in either the panel of ‘buyers’ or the panel 
of ‘sellers’ in accordance with clause (2) above. 

(4) A member grouped in the panel of ‘sellers’ may 
enter into a n.t.s.d. contract for the sale of groundnut 
either on his own account or in the capacity of a com- 
mission agent for an upcountry principal, but shall not 
enter into any n.t.s.d. contrac! for the purchase of 
groundnut except in the following cases, namely : 

(a) where the contract is for the purchase of ground- 
nut from an upcountry market for delivery in 
Bombay, or 

(b) where the member has obtained the prior per- 
mission of the Sub-Committee appointed by the 
Managing Committee in this behalf, for the 
particular contract for purchase. 

(.5) A member grouped in the panel of ‘buyers’ may 
enter into a n.t.s.d. contract for the purchase of ground- 
nut either on his own account or in the capacity of a 
commission agent for an upcountry principal, but shall 
not enter into any n.t.s.d. contract for sale of grouudnut 
except where the member has obtained the prior permis- 
sion of the Sub-Committee appointed by the Manaeing 
Committee in this behalf for the particular contract" for

(6) The Managing Committee or Sub-Committee ap- 
pointed by it m this behalf shall have power at all times 
to alter the panel of a membe- or to remove him from 
a panel either on its own initiative, or at the reauest of 
a member, on the basis of such information as it mav 
nave m its possession.

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or refuse to grant it. The Managing Committee may 
also prescribe such other procedure in respect of the re- 
gistration of a non-member as may be considered neces- 
sary from time to time. 

3(C) The Managing Committee of the Association 
may fine a non-member or cancel his registration granted 
under clause 3(B) above, if the non-member contra- 
venes any of the conditions laid down in the certificate 
of registration. 

After Bye-law (9), the following shall be added as 
Bye-law 9(A) and 9(B). 

9(A) A non-member who is registered with the Asso- 
ciation as in 3(B), fails to pay the amount of margin due 
from him under Bye-law (9) within 24 hours if he is 
residing in Bombay and within 48 hours if he is residing 
out of Bombay, the Managing Committee will have 
power to fine him or cancel his registration. 

9(B) In case the non-member buyer fails to pay the 
amount of margin due from him to the member con- 
cerned within the time limit as prescribed under Bye- 
law 9(A) above, the member shall have the right : 

(i) To cancel the contract, or 

(ii) To enter into a corresponding sale under n.t.s.d. 
contract and claim from the non-member the 
difference between the price of the contract with 
him and the price of the corresponding contract 
for sale, 

2. In pursuance of proviso to sub-section (4) of sec- 
tion 11 of the said Act, the approval of the Secretary, 
Forward Markets Commission has been obtained for dis- 
pensing with, in the interest of the trade, the condition 
of previous publication of the above amendments.
